Canon dtjr —MB— The tragic dra- 


ma of the Colorado State prison riot 
gave way today to a commonplace 
routine as the rap ol carpenters' 
hammers replaced the staccato ,of 
machine guns, an eight-fold investi- 
gation of the bloddy mutiny got un- 
der way and preparations were mado 
for funerals of 13 who lost their 
lives In the battle and massacre. 


Of the 12 dead, seven were guards 


•who laid down their lives to uphold 
law and order. The other five were 
convicts; one fatally wounded by a 
guard, three slain by^the ringleader 
of the revolt and the leader who end- 
ed his life* when bis chances glim- 
mered -tjO nothingness with his death 
the mutiny ended 'as suddenly as H 
began.. 


While hundreds of-convicts, net 


participants in the mutiny, bent to 
tasks of rebuilding cellhouses and 
other buildings, plans" were taking 
form for investigation of the trouble. 
Sanford Bates, director of federal 
prisons; J. Edgar Hoover, chief of 
the bureau of^Jnvestigation of the 
federal department of justice; Gov. 
"W. H. Adams of Colorado; Colorado 
Board of Corrections; Coroner's pur- 
ors; state civil service commission; 
state military authorities and War- 
den F. E. Crawford were to cooperate 
in a sweeping study of the situation 
hoping to ascertain why. by whom 
and where the tempest started. 


1,000 LACK SHELTER 


Nearly 1,000 prisoners were with- 


out shelter as a result of fires that 
swept the buildings. Twisted steel 
work was scattered about tho gran- 
ite buildings. 
Damage of $300,000 


to $400,000 was caused by fire and 
the subsequent attack by natloi.al 
guardsmen and volunteers on the 
stronghold of the felons. 


The mutiny started Thursday noon 


in the prison mess hall when one of 
the convicts, James Fardue, seized 
a guard's gun and shot the guaid 
dead. Four other convicts, A. H. 
Davis, Melvin: Majors, Albert Mor- 
graidge and .Danny Daniels, Tins- 
leader, captured 
several unarmed 


guards in the mess hall. Meantime 
they herded other convicts Into a 
group. Another guard was shot from 
the prison wall, dead.

their march, the five desperadoes 
captured a total -of ten guards. These 
men they heldjas hostages for their 
freedom.

A note was sent /the warden say- 


Ing they would free the guards If the 
warden would provide three automo- 
biles and let the five men go their 
ways. Death of the guards was 
threatened as the price of failure to 
comply. 
The warden refused the 


demand.' Subsequent demands were 
also refused. 


CARRY OUT THREAT 


Bodies of four guards were thrown 


from the cellhouse where the five 
men^and then- captives were barri- 
caded as repeated demands met re- 
fusal. 


Purdue, -wounded by a guard In 


the first skirmish at noon, a few 
hours later wa"s shot through the 
stomach by Daniels to "put him out 
of his misery." Early Friday morning 
Daniels shot and killed his three 
companions. 
He told one of the 


three remaining guards to notify au- 
thorities they were giving up. The 
guard doubted, but later crept to 
the cell where the men were. He 
strifck a match and saw he was 
a tomb—Daniels had ended his own 
life and lay dead among the others 


The guard, O. A. Earl, notified the 


authorities, and other convicts in the 
cellhouse with the five mutineer:- 
filed out, hands high in the air. The 
mutiny was over.

It is the same with base- 
ball. Millions of people are extremely 
fond of the game—but not one in a 
thousand ever plays. Most of us get 
our baseball at secondhand, watching 
someone else get the exercise that we 
might be getting. 


-Now, however, comes Dr. A. A. 
Brill, famous psychiatrist, to say that .

American Review, Dr. Brill declares 
that sitting in. the grandstand is good 
for "us^—better for us, in fact,, in most 
cases, than actually playing the games 
themselves:; Here's the way he ex- 
plains it: The average man has an itch 
fpfrathleticj.supremacy. 
He .longs to 


display physical prowess.. But the 
cards are stacked against him. It sim- 
ply isn't in him. No matter "how hard 
he} tried, he' could never make a gdod 
athlete. 
\Yet his spirit demands that Tie be- 
come one. -So he goes to a.baseball- 
game as "a spectator and subconscious- 
ly identifies himself with the men on 
the field. When Babe Ruth Plains the 
ball over the Scoreboard the fan^ in the 
secret recesses of his heart, does the 
same'^thfng himself. 
He shares in 


Ruth's triumph. His psychic urge for 
supremacy is satisfied—and he is, ac- 
tually, healthier than'he would have 
been if he had staye^at home. Per- 
haps this explains more things than 
our fondness for watching baseball, 
fooCb~all and boxing contests. It may 
explain, also,, our age-old tendency to 
be hero worshippers in other walks of 
life. 


"Lindbergh, for instance, did some- 


thing that none of us can ever do, but 
that all of us, secretly, would like to 
do. He triumphed over darkness, lone- 
liness' and fear. Quite aside from the 
mechanics of flying, we know that w« 
.ourselves could never do that. 
We 


should not have *he nerve. 
So we 


transfer our desires to Lindy's shoul- 
'ders, and share in his victory. 


v Then there was a president named 
Roosevelt. He was the very thing that 
we'would like to be and are not. He 
was outspoken, always. 
He feared 


neither man nor devil. He had a genius 
for defying powerful people, powerful 
forces. We—most of us anyhow—are 
too' submissive for our own good, and 
we know it. But Teddy—couldn't we 
identify ourselves with him, bare-our 
teeth when he bared his, thunder when 
he thundered, rage when he raged? We 
could and we' did; and Roosevelt, in 
consequence was idolized by millions 
of peopleT 


It will be a long time before the 


race gets over its hero worship. If the 
day comes when all men are brave, loy- 
al, honest, Jar-sighted and energetic, 
the Roosevelts and Lindberghs will 
lose their luster—just as Babe Ruth 
and Red Grange wouldn't excite a race 
of athletes. Until then, however, most 
of us will have to take our triumphs at 
second-hand.

MacDonald as "a new kind of travel- 
ing man." That is just about what he 
Is. iIacDon*ld is here to "sell" the 
British empire to. America. Or rather, 
he has come to sell .his conception'of 
the empire, having previously succeed- 
ed pretty well in selling it to his people 
at Home. The Prince of Wales has oft- 
en been referred to/in similar terms 
of salesmanship. To a considerable ex- 
tent he has "sold the British empire to 
the world." His travels have made him 
and. his royal family popular. He has 
shown the empire in a simple, demo- 
cratic and likeable guise. Yet he re- 
mains a royal personage. 


MacDonald, ' a former working-' 


man, representative of labor, with so- 
cialist leanings, can speak in quite a 
different way for the British masses 
who make up the humanity, rather 
than the property and power, of the 
:great empire. There is little sugges- 
tion of stage acting about the pafrt he 
jjlays. His simplicity and sincerity are 
admitted by friends and .foes. And in 
him, "radicalism" is so tempered that 
royalists, nobles^ millionaires and con- 
servatives generally, while they would 
xather not have a man of his professed 
principles at the head of the govern- 
ment, trust his intelligence and caution 
and, are not afraid of him. 


Onjy one important'class of Britons 


seems to be really afraid. They are the 
militarists—the big army and big navy 
men, 
whose conception o.f the "com- 


monwealth of democracies" is an em- 
pire based on force, and who think the 
British navy has a divine right to-dom- 
inate the world. Just now MacDonald, 
adv6cating cooperation with America 
and world peace by agreement, seems 
to be selling'his'goods better than they 
are sealing theirs. 


THAT BOOTLEG BUSINESS 
After seventeen people were killed 


in the fire that destroyed a Detroit- 
night club, an vgly rumor poppetl up 
for the police to investigate. 
This 


rumor said that the club had been set 
on fire by a disgruntled bootleg- ring 
which had, recently lost the privilege of 
supplying the club with its booze. Now 
this rumor is probably false*. 
It is 


quite likely that the fire was accident- 
al and not incendiary. 
Nevertheless, 


the mere fact that the rumor came into 
existence at all is rather important. It 
is a symptom; an indication of a state 
of affairs in our national life which we 
•do not stop to recognize and whose im- 
portance we fail to realize. 


True or false, this rumor emphasizes 


once more a fact that everybody 
must admit; namely, that the business 
of selling liquor in prohibition America 
is in the hands of desperate criminals, 
and that the man who patronizes a 
speakeasy puts himself in touch with - 
one of the most dangerous sections of 
the ^underworld. 
Jn some ways our 


modern world is a little bit topsy-tur- 
' vy. We have developed a curious sense 
of values. Some of the things we do 
~are rather strange. The average citizen 
would never dream of consorting with 
burglars, hold-up men.or pickpockets. 
Yet, in a great many cases, he will 
maintain business relations, and devel- 
op a certain degree of intimacy, with 
bootleggers—and be rather proud of it. 


The point of this Detroit rumor is 


this: 
Whether it is true or false, it 


could be true—that is, the business of 
selling liquor >is in the hands of men 
who would not "hesitate to adopt such 
a" course if it suited their purposes. 
When you go into a speakeasy, or buy 
a small package from an 'itinerant 
bootlegger, you are putting yourself in 
direct contact with a criminal class 
that is unscrupulous and lawless 
enough to make Jesse James' gang 
look like a group of Sunday school 
urchins. You are, also, doing your part 
to strengthen and perpetuate the hold 
that the underworld has on every city 
government in the land.

Sunlight Cured Toe Itch 


Having had scabies some 
years 


ago I assumed without giving it 
much thought that an Irritation on 
one foot under the arch was of the 
same nature, as1 I got it while on va- 
cation... Early In June, however, I 
noticed one of your articles about a 
kind'of- ringworm or fungus infec- 
tion called toe itch.... On return- 
ing home I spent Sunday exposing 
the foot to direct sunlight. The first 
exposure gave relief, and after four 
exposures the patch seems to be cur- 
ed. If the ultraviolet treatment has 
not been tried, this may be of Inter- 
est to you. Perhaps, who knows, 
this may be a case of "priority." (R. 
S. D.) 


Answer—Thank you. Have to look 


Into the literature to learn whether 
ultraviolet light has been tried as 
a remedy. One other correspondent 
reported success from extremely hot 
water, poaking the affected part of 
skin in Water as hot as It will en. 
dure. It should endure a temperature 
as. high as US degrees F., but prob- 
ably anything over 110 would kill 
the parasite responsible for this form 
of itch'. 'The third remedy suggested 
for this infectious skin trouble, now 
so common among patrohs of public 
swimming' pools, gymnasiums, Turk- 
ish baths or other places where peo- 
ple walk about barefoot, is Whit 
fields ointment, consisting of say 
15 grains of salicylic acid, 30 grains 
of benzole acid, In one ounce of 
petrolatum; this to be applied once 
daily for a week, then discontinue 
for a few days to note results.

THE CAUSE OF HUMANITY'S 


BONDAGE 


The keynote of Christian Science 


is "freedom" -— freedom from all the 


inharmony 
of human 
existence, 


which buds mortals like bands of 
steel. The reason mankind is held in 
bondage to the Uuralldow of sin, sick- 
ness, poverty, sorrow. Inharmony. 
want. woe. and the like Is because 
men do not understand, what It is 
that binds them with these shackles. 
They have ever been truly willing 
to be free from these relentless hu- 
man foes, but this freedom has been 
denied them because of their Ignor- 
ance of the cause of this bondage. 
To arrive at the cause of all the in- 
harmonies of mankind. Christian Sci- 
ence teaches that men must first 
learn of God. That Is. they must 
learn what God Is. and what man 
In God's ima£j and likeness is: and 
this knowledge, when applied in 
their everybody human affairs, will 
not only reveal the fact that all er- 
roneous physical effects have a ment- 
al cause, but it will af the same time 
accomplish mankind's freedom from 
these physical 
effects 
completely 
and finally. 


GOD* 


The Bible teaches that God is 


Love; it teaches that God Is Spirit: 
that God is Life: that God Is Truth: 
that God Is Principle, and it teaches 
that God Is Soul. In your early con- 
cept you probably had a finite, hu- 
man, limited, personally circumscrib- 
ed sense of Deity. Before Christian 
Science opened the Bible for me, I 
always thought of God as a humanly 
circumscribed personality, of \\hich 
this mortal fleshly concept g,f man 
is an exact counterpart, because I 
had read in the Bible that God made 
man in His image and likeness. I 
had not stopped to consider that the 
Bible does not say that God was 
made in the image and likeness of 
this mortal man. I, like almost ev- 
eryone else, had simply thought of 
God as the image and likeness of 
mortal man, instead of thinking of 
man in the image and likeness of 
God. 
Now, in the light of what the 


Bible teaches about God—that Is. 
that God is Love and Life and Spirit 


•where could there possibly be any 


basis for the concept of God as a 
finite, humanly circumscribed per- 
sonality? You see most of us have 
never taken the Bible into account. 
\Ve have simply been doing our 
thinking along the lines of least re- 
sistance. Wo have believed what 
someone else has believed, or else we 
have formed our own individual con1 
cepts about God, the while we have 
completely Ignored wha. the Bible 
teaches about God. If there is any 
one thing for which I am grateful 
to Christian Science above every- 


else it is that Christian Sci- 


ence has made me read, study, and 
understand the Bible. And I have 
found, as you may find on study- 
ing the Bible, that God Is exactly 
what Mrs. Eddy describes him to be 
In "Science and Health with Key to 
the Scriptures" (p. 465). namely, "in- 
corporeal, divine, supreme, infinite 
Mind. Spirit. Soul. Principle, Life, 
Truth, Love." 
MAX'S REFLECTIONS OF GOD 
And how are these synonyms to be 


comprehended and thel«; meaning ap- 
plied by you and me? Why. through 
spiritual thinking. If God is Love, as 
the Bible says He is. then He must 
bft expressed or reflected by man in 
terms of love, or in loving acts. St. 
John puts it thus: "He that loveth 
not knoweth not God; for God is 
love." Now that is plain. Love Is 
spiritual. It is something thaf man 
manifests in his thinking. Love in 
the sense in which it is used in the 
Bible and in Christian Science to de- 
fine God does not involve a person- 
al or senuiuenial sense o( adection. 
Love might well be described as the 
absence of hate. "When no trace of 
hate or jealousy or revenge, and so 
forth, is left in one's consciousness, 
then that one may be said to bo ex- 
pressing or reflecting love, regard less 
of any referent or allusion to any 
person, place, or thing. If we think 
wo reflect love the while •we enter- 
tain hate for our brotherman, we are 
only deceiving ourselves and separat- 
ing ourselves from Cod. and from 
that lovo He has vouchsafed every- 
one of us. So is it not clear from 
what John says, that as you and I 
reflect love, kindness, forgiveness, 
gentleness, compassion, and tender- 
ness, we are reflecting somewhat the 
qualities of God. divine Mind? St. 
John says, in further explanation, 
"No man hath seen God at 
any 


time;" that Is, God is not cognizable 
through the medium of seeing, feel- 
ing, tasting, smelling, and hearing 
(the five physical senses), nor Is He 
to be found in the realm of the phy- 
sical. Then he goes on to explain. "If 
we love one another, God dwelleth 
In us"— all of -which shows us be- 
yond any question of a doubt that 
God is to be found in the realm of 
the mental, and that God's reflection, 
man. 
is to be likewise perceived and 


understood. 


THE MATERIAL UNIVERSE 
"But," someone may say, "What 


about this material — the material 
universe, the material body, et cete- 
ra? If God did not create them who 
or what did?" 


One of the most startling asser- 


tions and admissions from the pen 


of a physical scientist that I have 
seen, appeared in an article in the 
London (England) Observer, of Sun- 
day. November 2G. 1925. The article 
headed. "The New Outlook of Sci- 
ence." was a review of a book en- 
titled. "The Domain of Physical Sci- 
ence." by Professor Eddington. Be- 
cause of the radical, broad, and, 
more or less, revolutionary state- 
ments attributed to the learned gen- 
tleman. I took occasion to ascertain 
Just who Professor Eddington might 
be. The professor. I found, holds an 
Important chair of science in the 
University at Oxford. England, and 
is considered one of the leading, if 
not the leading, physical scientist in 
Europe, and possibly in the world 
to-day. This, briefly, is what the 
learned profes>sor has given to the 
world in his book: "Of the intrinsic 
.nature of matter, for Instance, sci- 
ence knows nothing and never can 
know anything. Of what matter is 
science tells us nothing 
For all 


we know matter may itself be merit* 
ar .. Th* old view, therefor*, ttnf 
atoms or electrons are the ultimate 
reality, and that, by interacting on 
ono another in accordance with the 
laws of Nature, they produce our 
minds, with all their hopes and as- 
pirations, has no longer any scientif- 
ic basis 
Another bugbear that 


many artists and religious 
people 


have found so depressing, the "iron 
laws" of Nature, also acquire an en- 
tirely new status as the result of re- 
cent scientific work. It can be shown 
that these laws are the results of the 
mind's own action.. 
The law s of 


Nature arc not something imposed 
on an Independently existing 
uni- 


verse from without. Indeed, not only 
the laws of Nature, but space and 
time and the material universe itself, 
are constructions of the human 
mind ... To and altogether unsus- 
pected extent the universe wo ll\c 
In is the creation of tur own minds. 
The nature of It is forever outside 
scientific investigation. If wo are to 
know anything of that nature it 
must be through something like re- 
ligious experience." And that, my 
friends, from one of the foremost 
material scientists in the world. 


A THOUGHT UNIVERSE 


In our material existence we live 


in a world of carnal consciousness, 
instead of a self-created world of 
matter, and wo see, feel, taste, smell, 
and hear materially Just what we 
believe. We live In consciousness ra- 
ther than in matter, and we estab- 
lish our own experiences of so-called 
material existence in proportion as 
our thinking is humanly right or 
w rong; that is, we rise or fall In our 


scale of human living In the propor- 
tion we believe in good or bad. Thus. 
If we are believing in matter as real 
or a creation of God: if we are believ- 
ing that sin is a pleasure and indulg- 
ing sin: If we are believing that sick- 
ness is God-ordained or a condition 
of matter instead of a condition of 
mind: if we hate. If we worry, if we 
are fearful, selfish, revengeful, and 
so on, we arc then on the mental 
level of existence \»herc hate, wor- 
ry, fear, poverty, sickness, and sin 
abound and we suffer not only from 
our own wrong beliefs but we are 
more or less susceptible to the be- 
liefs of those who believe as we do. 
By entertaining erroneous beliefs \\e 
unite ourselves with the mortal mind 
beliefs of others, and consequently 
become more easily rcceptUe of the 
sick, sinful, hateful, poverty-stricken, 
and miserable beliefs of the world: 
because, according to our scientific 


professor, everything we see, feel, 
taste, smell, or hear is the manifesta- 
tion of human thinking, be It a brok- 
pn bone, a carcT. a d.'-ca'c ^crm, a 
tornado, or a bank failure. 


THE HUMAN BODY 


By the same token we hold our 


bodies in our thoughts. The human 
body is the manifestation of mortal 
thought, and we outline on that body 
what we hold in thought, be it good 
or bad. In fact, the mortal body is 
the outward manifestation of mortal 
consciousness, and as our bodies are 
the delineations of our fake reason- 
Ing, that, likewise, which affects the 
body, be it sickness, deformity, weak- 
ness-, weariness, broken bones, acci- 
dent, or what not are outlines of 
mortal beliefs — my mortal beliefs, 
>our mortal beliefs, tho world's mor- 
tal beliefs for ages. As Mrs. Hddy 
puts it In her book. "The People's 
Idea of God" (pp. 10. 11): "We pos- 


sess our own body, and make it har- 
monious or discordant according to 
the Imagos that thought reflects up- 
on it. The emancipation of our bo- 
dies from sickness will follow the 
mind's freedom •from 
sin; 
and. 


as St. Paul admonishes, we should 
be 'waiting for the adoption, to wit. 
the redemption of our body.'... Th» 
feeblest mind, enlightened and spir- 
itualized, can free its body from dis- 
ease as well as sin... Mortals, alias 
mortal minds, make the laws that 
govern their bodies, as directly as 
men pass legislative acts and enact 
penal codes." Mrs. Eddy writes in. 
Science and Health (p. 415): "Note 
how thought makes the face pallid. 
It either retards the circulation or 
quickens it. causing a pale or flush- 
ed check. In the same way thought 
Increases or diminishes the secre- 
tions, the action of the lungs, of the 
bowels, and of the- heart."

MUST PASS TESTS 


Practice Insures High Re- 


quirements of Manufac- 
turers 


ANCIENT DISTRUST 


Portimao, Portugal—Ancient be- 
ief-in witchcraft was demonstarted

Tests and inspections which prove 


quality and performance ability are 
give nevery Viking engine before It 
is placed in/a chassis and shipped 
from the Oldsmobiie Viking factor- 
ies. This method incures that every 
engine leaving the plant meets the 
high requirements called for by the 
engineers and manufacturers. 


As each Viking engine leaves the 


assembly line it is carried on over- 
head tracks to the test and dyna- 
mometer department where expcr 
mechanics check its capabilities. First 
the 'engine is placed on a test stand 
and is driven slowly—at about 200 
revolutions per minute—by another 
engine. Tills is donfe to run In the 
new mechanism which is closely iit- 
ted to limits as line as one ten 
thousandths of an inch. 


After being run In for an hour 


the engine is started under its own 
power and it, in turn, runs in an- 
other engine. 
As the two engines 


are connected through the reverse 
gear of the engine running under 
its own power, this Blatter engine 
runs at a speed ranging from 500 
to 1,000 revolutions per minute. 


During this period of its initial 


operation the engine is carefully In- 
spected by experts. The valves are 
checked and set to a clearance of 
eight thousandths of an inch for the 
intake valves and twelve thousandths 
of an inch for the exhaust. 
Oil 


pressure Is checked at. various speeds 
and must show from 15 to 45 pounds 
depending on the speed of the en- 
gine. The carburetor is properly ad- 
justed, the head ,bolts tightened while 
the engine is hot and other details 
checked. 


When these inspections have been 


completed and the engine has been 
operating an hour under its own 
power. It Is taken to a final Inspec- 
tion stand where experts give it an 
exhaustive examination. The oil pan 
is removed and the connecting rods 
disconnected so that each bearing 
can be minutely inspected to- see 
that it Is perfect after having been 
subjected to the running test. Crank- 
shaft, fly wheel and other interior 
parts of the engine have to pass 
this same rigorous Inspection. 


When the engine has successfully 


passed all of these tests and inspec- 
tion—and'not until then—a new oil 
pan is fitted, .new oil put into the 
crankcase and the 'approved engine 
is placed In a Viking chassis. 


In addition to this careful check- 


up, engines are regularly taken from 
the line and given a dynamometer 
test.

as 25 Per Cent After Cur-

Varying degfees of 
temperature 


and humidity durinsr the process of 
curing rubber may result in differ- 
ences as great as 25 per cent in the 
resistance of the cured product to 
abrasion. This has been ascertained 
hy f}>«» Pjjr»v»; of C.->-,i-,..j,- £» .1^ 
Department of Commerce in a series 
of experiments. 


Four different compounds 
were 


subjected to the tests. Tests were 
made of 
the resistance 
of 
com- 


pounds which, before cure, had been 
subjected to temperatures varying 
from 59 degrees to 95 degrees Pali- 
reneit. It will be noted that neither 
temperature would be an Improbable 
one In some factories or storehouses. 


It was found that when subjected 


to abrasion the rubber compounds 
had undergone varying degrees of 
heat and humidity revealed variation 
as much as 23 per cent away froi i 
the compounds which had been kept 
at uniform degrees.

This was within 130.000 cars of thexoutpuC Tor afl^t 192S 
and it was only 75.000 cars below the output lor 1926. 
With those 


exceptions the industry turned out more cars in eight months of this 
year than for any full year in its history. 


Duringyhls period there was a larger gain for trucks than for 


passenger cars, the increase for trucks being 61 per cent, while 
that for passenger cars was 34 per cent. The production or tho lat- 
ter during the first eight months, was 3.818.4C1 while truck produc- 
tion amounted to Cl2.305. 
More than one-half of all the cars 


made this year have been turned out by the producers of two popu- 
lar priced light cars. 


So far this year the output of cars and trucks has been at tho 


rate of 6.600.000 -units tor the year. The bjest estimates at the start 
of 1929 were for a total production of 5,500.000. Unless this esti- 
mate is to be exceeded, sharp curtailment will be necessary. 


Jn.vlew of the imposing record already made by the Industry, what 


Is the outlook for the remaining.months? Present indications point 
to substantial curtailment.

ECONOMIC ADVOCATES 


Granted that the large banking

First, it' Is becoming well 
known that many country banks arc 
In a weak position. The failure rec- 
ords of the past two years show this. 
In recent months bank failures have 
increased alarmingly, 
especially in 


tho south and west. In the three 
months from April 1 to July 1, for 
example, 14$ bank failures occurred 
with liabilities of over $54,000. This 
is nearly two times as many as In 
the same months last year. 
The 


string of failures In Florida would 
probably not have occurred under a 
branch banking system. Most of the 
failures of the past five years have 
been of small country banks, particu- 
larly in the agricultural 
sections'. 


Under our present system therf! is 
no diversification of risk. 
\Vhcn 


one territory has a crop failure, or 
business depression, all the banks in 
that territory are affected. On the 
other hand, the large city institution 
with branches «x'er a wide range of 
territory would probably not be so 
severely affected by adverse condi- 
tions in any one locality. 


Chain banking chotild be clearly 


distinguished from branch banking. 
Recently there has been a marked 
growth of bank holding companies. 
These Institutions are formed to con- 
trol, through stock ownership, a 
number of independent hanks. This 
form of organization, however, has 
many faults. In fact the chains of 
banks Jn Florida and Georgia were 
no better off than the Independent 


establish branches which are Inte- 
gral ixirts of tho parent company, 
and are not controlled by holding 
companies. The resources 
of 
the 


great city banks would, therefore, 
be entirely at tho disposal of the 
branches in times of local atresa. 
This unquestionably would consti- 
tute nn clement of great 
htrength. 


The chain system has grown up be- 
cause of the weak position- of the

independent banks.

times these holding companies have 
been able to buy up the 
country 


banks at bargain prices. The chain 
movement with all Its weaknesses 
will, nevertheless, continue unless 
some other method, such as branch 
banking, takes its place.

Canada, where It has been success- 
ful for a long period of years. Lo- 
cal depressions do not affect 
the 


banking institutions of these coun- 
tries as they do in the United States.

not benefited one penny as a restti 
of tariff increases granted under th> 
flexible tariff after investigations by 
the tariff commission. Senator John 
J. Blaine of Boscobel told the Sen 
ate on the eve of the vote on th< 
flexible tariff. 


Charging that delays in action on 


the part of the 
tariff 
commission 


have rendered futile euch increases 
as were made on butter, milk, cream 
and Swiss cheese. 
Senator Blaine 


said that the commission refused, af 
ter 33 months* investigation, to rec- 
ommend the only tariff Increase that 
would have benefitted the Wisconsin 
dairy farmer—the desired Increase in 
the duty on casein. 


Senator Blaine outlined the hlstorj 


of the emergency that aroso in the 
dairy industry In 1954, as a result o 
which 
Representative 
Edward E. 


Browne of Waupaca, former Repre- 
sentative James Beck, late Represen 
tatlve O. J. Kvale of Minnesota, and 
one of the largest cooperative cream 
ery associations filed complaints with 
the tariff commission asking for 
.higher duty on butter. 


CONDITIONS CHANGED 


The commission took two years to 


report, and by that time conditions 
had entirely changed. The price of 
butter to the Wisconsin dairy farm 
er was lower after the tariff went in 
to effect than before, herald.
